The state highway department 
this week submitted to the audi- 
tor general for disbursement to 
county road commissions appor- 
tionments of $4,171,428.98 in auto- 
mobile weight tax collections for 
the third quarter of 1940. 

The collections, which rep- 
resent proceeds from the sale of 
1940 license plates by the secre- 
tary of state, showed an increase 
of $500,913.98 over the corres- 
ponding period of 1939. 

The highway department pre- 
viously had announced distribu- 
tion of $14,979,484 for the first 
quarter of the current year and 
$1,944,155 for the second quarter. 

Collections are disbursed on a 
formula provided for by state 
law which requires that seven- 
eighths cf the amount collected 
by each county, plus one eighty- 
third of the remaining one-eighth 
collected in the state, be return- 
cd to individual counties. None 
of the money is retained by the 
highway department. The funds 
are now subject to action by the 
auditor general 

The apportionments due Craw- 
ford and bordering counties fol- 
low: 
Crawford $ 9,231.51

WHO ENLIST OR ARE CONSCRIPTED 


MOOSEHEART, IIL, Oct. 14.— 
The Loyal Order of Moose, inter- 
national fraternal organization 
with nearly 1,700 lodges and a 
half million members, has waived 
dues of all its members who en- 
list or are conscripted for military 
service. Each Moose member 
called will remain in good stand- 
ing without paying dues through- 
out his period of active service. 

This action has been taken by 
the Moose supreme council to line 
up the entire organization 100 per 
cent in support of the National 
Defense program. Supreme Sec- 
retary Malcolm 'R, Giles states 
that members in active military 
service will be eligible to enjoy 
all the social and. fraternal bene- 
fits of the Moose. 

Children of: Moose members, who 
might die while engaged in active 
military service, will be given a 
home, a high school education and 
training in a trade at Mooseheart, 
the “child city” located near Au- 
rora, IL, if they otherwise qualify 
and are left dependent. 

In addition to this new action, 
the Loyal Order of Moose is at 


present conducting a patriotic 
campaign in all lodges in the 
United States. It is thé purpase 
of the campaign to place a new 
American flag in the home of each 
member and to present each child 
at Mooseheart with a flag, a Con- 
stitution of the United States and 
a booklet telling how to display 
and care for the flag properly. 

Recent decisions of the Moose, 
however, are international as well 
as national in scope, The supreme 
council, headed by U. S. Senator 
James J. Davis, director general 
of the Moose, will provide a home 
at Mooseheart for 50 evacuated 
children of Moose members in 
Great Britain. Fifty children will 
be taken immediately and more 
will find a home at Mooseheart as 
facilities become available.

‘CONSCRIPT’ DOCTORS 

National Guardsmen and the new 
draft army are going to have plenty 
of medical and dental service. 
Army plans call for a corps of 12,000 
doctors and 2,287 dentists by July 1, 
1941, who will be summoned from 
the Medical and Denta} Reserve ag 
the expansion of the army pro- 
gresses. 

At present the army has 1,196 
physicians on active duty and ex- 
pects to add another 2,700 from the 
mobilized National Guard. The re- 
maining 8,400 will be secured from 
the Reserve Corps, the draft and 
volunteers. Dental vacancies will 
be filled the same way. 

The 7,000 nurses needed for the 
Nursmng Curps will be abtained chiet- 
ly through Red Cross registers. The 
nurses have warrant officer status 
and receive $60 a month, plus board, 
room and laundry. They cannot 
marry while in the service. 

Animal medicine also will not be 
neglected, with 1,143 veterinarians 
to be added to horse-drawn units. 
| The army is strict about its med- 
i ical and dental qualifications accept- 
ing only graduates of Class A col- 
leges. Under a bill introduced by 
; Rep. John McCormack of Massachu- 
; setts, the army would be required 
! to give commissions to graduates of 
» Class B schools, but this is being 
! opposed vigorously. 

{ There are only two such schools in 
‘ the U. S.: The Middlesex college 
at Middlesex, Mass., and the Chi- 
; cago Medica] school. Their gradu- 
; ates can practice only in Massa- 
| chusetts and Illinois and the army 
refuses to admit them as physicians.
